1216.0 Australian Standard Geographical Classification 
Irregular; first and latest issue: 1985; 203pp; $12.50, $17.00 


This publication will provide a single Australia-wide area classification and coding 
scheme for use in classifying statistics by geographical areas. It will replace the 
various area classification schemes currently in use by the ABS. The classification will 
be updated regularly by means of replacement pages. 


3222.0 Projections of the Populations of Australia, States and Territories 
Irregular; first and latest issue: 1984 to 2021; 180pp; $4.40, $5.60 


This publication contains details for projected populations at yearly, and five-yearly 
intervals, classified by sex and 5 year age groups; percentage age distribution and 
masculinity ratios for grouped aged, mean and median ages and dependency ratio; projected 
births, deaths, natural increase, migration and total increase (numbers and rates). 


6529.0 1984 Household Expenditure Survey, Australia, Preliminary 
Irregular; first and latest issue: 1984; 10pp 


This publication contains preliminary results of the survey summarising household 
expenditure by various household characteristics. 


8114.0 Research and Experimental Development, Business Enterprises, Inter-Year Survey, 
Australia 
Annual; first issue: 1983-84; 4pp 


This publication will contain estimates of expenditure and human resources devoted to 
research and experimental development carried out in Australia, by private and public 
business enterprises, during 1983-84. 


4352.1 Children's Immunisation Survey, New South Wales 
Irregular; first and latest issue: November 1983; 12pp 


This publication will present results, for N.S.W., of a survey conducted throughout 
Australia in November 1983. It will contain statistics of immunisation of children under 6 
years against whooping cough, diptheria, tetanus, poliomyelitis, measles and mumps. Also, 
included are selected regional data and reasons for non-immunisation.

This publication will contain preliminary details of the estimated resident population of 
local government areas of Western Australia and percentage increases from the previous 
year for States and Australia. 


6201.5 The Labour Force, Regional Estimates, Western Australia 
Quarterly; first issue: December 1983 to February 1985; 24pp 


This publication contains details of the labour force status of the civilian population 
aged 15 years and over, and a summary of the characteristics of employed persons for 
Western Australia and eight component regions. 


3306.4 Causes of Death, South Australia 
Annual; first and latest issue: 1983; 24pp 


This publication contains details of causes of death by sex and age groups, selected 
causes of death by age group : rates and percentages of principal causes of perinatal 
deaths. 


4204.4 Participation in Non-Formal Adult Education, South Australia, Summary 
Irregular; first and latest issue: December 1984; 8pp 


This publication will contain a summary of results of the survey on participation in 
non-formal adult education in South Australia. It will show participants and 
non-participants in the past five years by age group, and usual place of residence; number 
of courses taken and type and provider of courses. 


4305.4 Information Paper: Alcohol Consumption Patterns Survey, South Australia 
Irregular; first and latest issue: October 1983; 24pp 


This information paper will contain technical and other details of the sample file, 
conditions of issue and how to order the file. 


6103.6 Employment, earnings and Other Labour Related Statistics, Tasmania 
Annual; first issue: 1983-84; 13pp 


This publication will contain statistics on employed wage and salary earners, average 
weekly earnings, award rates of pay, wages, trade unions, industrial disputes and job 
vacancies. 


6201.6 Labour Statistics, Tasmania 
Annual; first issue: 1983-84; 28pp 


This publication contains Labour Force Survey results including labour force status, hours 
worked, employed persons by industry, underemployment, discouraged jobseekers, multiple 
job-holders, persons looking for work and persons not in the labour force.

Qther Publishing News 


Children In Care Australia, 1983-84 84 (4410.0), released on 25 June, was previously titled 
Persons ‘Under “Guardianship and Children in Substitute Care (4405.0). This is the first 
issue under the new title and it begins an expanded series of publications based on new 
standardised definitions and data classifications. No statistics on this topic were 
published in respect of 1982-83 as some States and Territories were unable to implement 
the new standards in the time available. 


Quarterly Indexes of Manufacturing Production, Australia, March Quarter 1985 (5219.0), 


released on 24 June, announced that the original series in this issue have shown less 
fluctuation about the December quarter 1984 than was expected from the patterns in 
previous years. To minimise the extent of subsequent revisions to the seasonally adjusted 
estimates, a seasonal re-analysis was undertaken on data up to and including the March 
quarter 1985. This publication also included, for the first time, a smoothed version of 
the seasonally adjusted index of total manufacturing production, which has been introduced 
to provide an indication of underlying trends. 


Average Weekly Earnings, States and Australia, March Quarter 1985 (6302.0) released on 24 


June, contained a note warning that the average weekly earnings could be affected by 
changes to the compostion of the labour force, such as variations in employment levels, 
occupation distribution and proportions of part-time, casual and junior employees. Further 
details are available in paragraph 13 of the Explanatory Notes. It should be noted that 
estimates of average earnings released in ABS publications other than 6301.0 and 6304.0 
are not directly comparable with those released in this publication. 


Production Bulletin No. 2 : Clothing and Footwear, Australia, March 1985 (8358.0), 
released on 19 June, noted that the commodity classification used to compile production 
statistics for clothing has been redesigned. The revisions became effective in July 1984. 
The objective of the redesign was to develop a classification which would more closely 
reflect current production characteristics, and facilitate the use of production figures 
in conjunction with import and export statistics. For the majority of items it has been 
possible to reformat details for periods prior to July 1984, and present them in terms of 
the redesigned classification. Factors affecting the comparability of the reformatted 
series have been identified in footnotes to the statistical tables.
